When the steel of the transcontinen- 
tal road crept up the banks of the 
Prairel Creek one day this winter, it 
marked the completion of the prairie 
section of the road, It took nearly 
five years to build this section of the 
road, stretching from Winnipeg to the 
edge of the foothill country at Prairie 
orcek, The total distance is 990 
niles. 

{t will take another three years at 
jeast to complete the transcontinental 
over the mountains to the coast, One 
hundred miles of the line have already 
been completed cast from Prince Ru- 
pert. This year another 100 miles 
will be completed from that end, while 
through the mountains from this end, 
Foley, Welsh and Stewart will build 
100 miles from Prairie Creck to Tete 
Juan Cache, 40 miles west of the sum- 
init of the Rockies.

OLD BILL MINER 
RENDERS ONE 
SERVICE TO SOCIETY 
As an indication of the axiom that crime does not pay, the case 
of Bill Miner furnishes a very striking illustration. 

As a train robber it cannot be disputed that Bill Miner was a 
success. In all his exploits, except once, at Kamloops, B. C., he 
never failed to land the goods, and the aggregate of his robberics | 
probably totals thousands upon thousands of dollars, although this 
is a topic on which the express companies are very reticient. |

Miner has shown daring, consummate cunning, a remarkable in- | 
telligence in the carrying out of the details of his robberies, and a, 
wonderful facility in getting away. In one affair, the O. R. & N, 
robbery of ten years ago, when Miner and two accomplices got 
$25,000 off an express car in Oregon, he engineered a disappearance 
which baffled the best efforts of the best detectives in United States 
to follow him on foot from the place where the robbery occurred. | 
He might as well have escaped in an aeroplane. On the occasion of | 
the Silverdale hold-up, when he with two confederates got a large 
amount of money and bonds from the C. P. R. express—how large | 
will never be known to the public—he effected an escape through a 
country which was fairly infested with police, and went right into 
the city of Vancouver on the very day on which there was a reward 
of $25,000 offered for his capture. 

In the Kamloops hold-up Miner lost his opportunity to lay his- 
hand on nearly half a million dollars through ignorance of a very 
simple detail. His experience as a train robber in the United States 
had taught him to look for the blue sacks—the registered mail. 
When he got the blue sacks at Kamloops it must have been with dis- 
gust that he learned that in Canada the blue sacks carry only ordin: | 
ary letters, from which, at most, he did not get more than a very few 
dollars. At one time he was within four feet of the rack of pigeon- 
holes in which were pocketed registered packets containing thous- 
ands upon thousands of dollars, more money than he had ever taken | 
in one robbery before, but ignorance of the internal arrangements ot 
a Canadian express car lost him the chance to place his hand on 
the money. Nevertheless the robbery was most cunningly planned 
and skilfully carried out, and the subsequent chase through the 
Nicola country, which finished with the capture of Miner, Shorty 
Dunne and Hogan, is one of the classics of the west, a contest of 
brains, cunning and ingenuity which marks Miner as no ordinary 
type of robber. 

Added to his cunning Miner had the good sense to never kill a 
man. On one occasion, to effect his escape from certain incarcera- 
tion for a long term, he shot a Texas deputy in the arm, but this is

plete surprises that it was never necessary to shoot. Furthermore, 
Miner was abstentious and attended stricly to his business of robbing 
trains. 

As a train robber Miner’ was a picturesque success, and if 
such a life could have any reward Miner is the man who should have 
enjoyed it. 

Yet the whole story of his life shows that entirely aside from 
the moral question, a life of crime is not a paying proposition. 
Miner has spent more than 30 years of his life in prison. He has 
been broke more years than he has had money. Two prison sen- 


‘tences hang over him.. At nearly seventy years of age he enters 


upon another 20-year term, which means that he will finish his life 
behind prison bars. 

While Miner has been an outlaw, at war with society, a man 
to whom society owes no thanks, he has done at least onc service 
in proving by his life that robbery does not pay even the most 
successful robber. 

Miner would have been better off all these years working on a 
ranch,
